Figure 1 is a sectional view of the instru¬ 
ment*when adjusted to be used as a micro- 
scope. Fig. 2 is a sectional view of the same 
adjusted to Is* used as a telescope. Fig. 1 is 
a perspective view of that part which, being 
detached, serves as ;j magnifying eyeglass. 

Like letters refer to the same parts in all 
tho figures. 

A is that portion of the microscope contain¬ 
ing the two large double convex lenses a and 
„' t and which, living detached, constitutes a 
magnifying eyeglass of great power. B and 
IF are two ordinary telescope tubes, one slid 
ing within the other in the ordinary way, 
and l> is a piano convex lens or the ordinary 
larger lens of a telescope. C is a cap screwed 
onto the end of the sliding tube IF, containing 
an achromatic lens, c. When these parts are 
all put together and arranged as shown in 


Fig. 1 tho instrument is a microscope of great 
magnifying power. 

To convert the instrument into a telescope, 
the part A, containing the two double convex 
louses, is detached, and the screw cap C', con¬ 
taining the concave lens o', is substituted for 
the screw-cap U, as shown in Fig. 2. The part 
A 1 icing thus detached becomes a convenient 
magnifying eyeglass. Said part A is attached 
to the annular Mange d at the end of tho tube 
B by means of pins and slots, so as to bo easily 
detachable, or by other known devices for 
similar purposes. 

The part A ir provided with adjustable feet 
fff, which may bo turned up out of the way, 
in- may be attached to a sliding band, so as to 
be drawn up out of the way when said part 
A is not in use as an eyeglass. 

Having thus fully described my invention 
and the various modes of carrying it into ef¬

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special form of undershot wheel. The water was thrown against the 
lower boards of the wheel in a long narrow jet, two to three inches 
thick, extending the full length of the blades. As the wheel turned, the 
blades cut through the entering stream of water, making a noise 
somewhat like a bird fluttering, thus getting the name "flutter wheel." 

The Mills of Bozo 

It is difficult to trace the exact history of the town's mills. Those 
! which operated in Bow were generally built to sen e the inhabitants of 
a given locality. Many times there was more than one mill on a 
particular site, the older one having ceased operating and later re¬ 
placed by a second in the same location. 

Another problem for the historian to trace is the number of 
times the mills changed hands. Many of the town's farmers needed the 
j. services of a mill and one solution was to purchase part ownership in a 
I mill until the needed product was supplied, then sell it to another 
person for a similar purpose. This method of operation was as com¬ 
mon in Bow as the single ownership of a mill for business purposes. 

As a result, many of the mills changed hands a number of times 
; and frequently were divided into half-shares and quarter-shares. It 
; was not uncommon for interested farmers to purchase a lease of water 

j rights for as short a term as two or three vears, construct a small 

sawmill, manufacture the lumber they needed, and allow the stream 
to return to its natural state. 

Despite these problems at least seventeen mills can be iden¬ 
tified as having been in operation for a number of years and, while 
their exact history of ownership is not clear, many of the operators can 
be identified today. -- 

The Heath mill, located in North Bow where Page Road crosses 
Bela Brook, operated in the eighteenth century'. Solomon Heath, the 
early settler in that area, ran a mill and probably supplied lumber for 
the Heath, Chandler, Russell, and Clement farms in that locality 
during the late 1700's. It appears, however, that the mill was not 
functioning in 1800 for it was not recorded as being taxed in the town 
inventory. 

By 1820, however, the mill was back in operation. The owners 
listed were Walter Bryent, Nathaniel Cavis, and Laban and Carleton 
Heath. Solomon Heath had deeded a half-mill privilege to Nathaniel 
Cavis in 1805. Cavis, Laban, and Carleton Heath lived just off Clinton 
Street while Bryent, the son of John, lived off the Birchdale Road. 


Laban Heath was the son of Solomon and lived on the home 
farm. He was born in Bow on September 23,1772, and died in town in 
1832 at the age of sixty. Carleton was Laban's eldest son born in 1797. 
Laban and his wife, Ruth Colby of Hopkinton, later had four 
daughters and a second son, Solomon, born on June 6, 1802. 

It is probable that the mill was put back into operation to 
provide lumber for the younger Heaths and other farmers in the area 
wishing to build new houses. An additional factor in the growth of the 
sawmills in Bow was the opening of the Bow Canal w'hich provided an 
outlet for lumber products in Massachusetts. 

Before his death Laban had regained sole ownership of the 
sawmill, and when he died the mill was left to his two sons. Carleton 
built the house presently owned by Harley Baldwin (1974) and Sol¬ 
omon remained on the home farm. The two brothers operated the 
sawmill together until their deaths. Carleton died in 1877 and Sol¬ 
omon three years later. The mill was passed on to their heirs but 
'ceased operation shortly afterwards. It is likely that the mill provided 
the lumber for many of the older houses in the North Bow area during 
its many working years. 

Another sawmill was located farther up Page Road directly 
across the road from the house presently (1974) owned by the Scrib¬ 
ners. A mill was built on this site early in the nineteenth century, 
probably by William Messer, a millwright, who bought the mill 
privilege from Walter and John Bryent in March of 1809. 

By May of 1812 Elisha Clough owned a sawmill on the site, 
selling it two years later to Amos Messer. Messer operated a tavern in 
the Scribner house and sold the tavern to Richard Clement in 1819. 
Clement in turn sold the house to David Clark who ran a tavern there 
for several years. 

The mills had many other owners including Charles R. Heath, 
Oliver Messer, and Isaac Jehonnett. Perhaps the owner for the longest 
period was Alfred Burroughs who moved to Bow in 1848. Burroughs 
owned the mill for over ten years. Harrison Colby states that Bur¬ 
roughs moved to the farm of Nathaniel Cavis around 1848. 

Richard Hanson stated that lumber from Burroughs' mill was 
used to construct the Kearsarge, the largest boat to sail on Lake 
Sunapee. The mill stood on a direct road to Hopkinton, providing 
access to the Sunapee area. Hanson felt that a number of relatives of 
Bow families settled in the Kearsarge area and that Bow farmers often 
drove animals to pasture in meadow land near the mountain.
